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We have recently on various occasions 
drawn attention to tho certainty and 
rapidity wherewith England and China 
are, by the force of circumstances, 
being brought into the bonds of a com- 
mon interest. ‘There is every reasoi to 
believe that the causes which have 
produced this tendency and which are 
still in active operation, will continue to 
lead the statesmen of one and the other 
Empire into still closer union. It is 
almost impossible to auticipate any

laud in Central Asia. Many scores of 
years must elapse before the commercial 
interests of the two pooples can como 
into collision in the markets which 
Russia is now endeavouring to mouo- 
polise, aud in the meantime both ha 
the deepest possible interest in restrain 
ing the advanco of the third great Em- 
pie. It would be vain to attempt to 
get at public opinion in China, even 
supposing that there is euch a thing in 
existence. The two or three native 
newspapers that profess to be popular 
or official or independent organs are still 
exotics, not by any means thoroughly 
acclimatised, and in no senso reliable 
as expressive of the collective and 
genuine opinions of those they are sup- 
posed to represent. Were we to judge 
by them we should conclude that the 
advance of Russia eastward and south- 
ward interests deeply tho peoplo at 
large or those at least who do tho think- 
ing for the rest, but any such inference 
would be fallacious. ‘The Chitiese, as a 
nation, are so thoroughly apathelic as 











regards the government under which 
they live, that no spark of enthusiasm 
could be struck from them by the cry 
that their territory was in danger, 
The articles that appear in the 
native press are, with perhaps here and 
there a rare exception, either inspired 
by foreigners or translated from foreign 
journals, Br.t we have every reason 
to believe that to the highest officials 
the attitude of Russia, especially with 
respect to recent Chinese conquests, is 
a source of the gravest disquietude, 
It is noteworthy, however, that from 
no quarter is there a ramour heard 
of successful foreign intrigue among 
Chinese in lofty stations, although 
attempts have, wo may be sure, been 
made to bring many of them over to 
Russian views. Whatever virtue it is 
that in China takes the placo of 
patriotism, appears to be effective in 
retaining tho most powerful mandarins 
in a posture of loyalty to the Throne, 
or perhaps, rather, to the existing sys 
tem of Imperial administration, Wo 
should do wrong to the knowledge as 
well as to the sagacity of Chinese 
statesmen were we to suppose thom 
indifferent to the aspect which the 
antagonism between England and 
Russia lends to the questions at issue 
between them and the representatives 
of the Ozar’s Government. Writers in 
Buropean journals have professed them. 
selves deeply struck by the dogged 
perseverance and grim determination 
with which the campaign on the north. 
western frontier has been prosecuted. 
‘They have been specially impressed by 
the fact that crops were sown along 
the lino of march so as to ensure sup. 
plies for an iudefinite period independ. 
ent of aid from China itself, Against 
an army that organises agricultural 
colonies in its rear, something more 
than ordinary modes of warfare is 
required, At their earliest appearance 
as a nation, the Chinese concentrated 
all their attention.and ingenuity upon 
laying great bases for eternity, and 
the samo principle which guided them 
then guides them now. Neither time . 
nor life enters into their genoral cal- 
calations. A whole generation of human

beings is to them of no more con- 
sequence than a frog in an air pump 
to a philosopher. What is left undone 
to-day will bo done to-morrow or next 
year, or a contury hence, after, accord- 
ing to the case, a less or greater 
expenditure of blood. The prospect of 
a collision between Russia and England 
to complete their convergence in Cen- 
tral Asia, tends no doubt to make tho 
Chinese all the more ready to wait on 
time, from which-they have everything 
to gain and little or nothing to lose. 
Probably enough, as soon as it is dis- 
covered that tho pacific assurances 
which flow westward aud southward 
from St. Petersburg fail to induco 
capitalists to come to the rescue of the 
Russian exchequer, dissomblivg pro- 
fessions will be abandoned, and by tbe 
occupation of Morv the crisis will be 
precipitated. This will certainly be 
China’s opportunity, and at that mo- 
ment also tho advantages of a Chinese 
alliance will perlinps for the first time 
bo manifest. Not vory mach beyond 
promises is to be expected as th result 
of Chung How’s mission, for in fact 
the Russian satraps do exactly as they 
please in their Asian governments, 
Meanwhile, as between Russin and 
China the feeling of irritation is becom- 
ing moro intense, ‘Troops of banditti, 
probably altogether independent, but 
claiming to beloug to one side or the 
other of the frontier, carry desolation 
farandwide, The Russians covetously 
eyo Kashgaria, with its wealth of all 
but virgin mines, and diligently cireu- 
late reports that the Chiuese troops 
are unpaid, starving, and therefore 
mutinous and violent, the whole land 
suffering in consequenco and claiming 
emancipation in the name of humanity. 
The meaning of all this is plain. Tho 
real Chinese difficulty would seem to 
be tho appearance of a pretender to the 
throne, who doubtless hopes much from a 
conflict between Russia and China, and 
still more from the anxiety of the in- 
dependent tribes to play one power off 
against the other. ‘There can be no 
question about the fixed resolve of the 
Chinese to keep Kashgaria if they cav, 
although they aro willing and even 
anxions to compromise the Kuldja 
difficulty either by negociations on the 
spot or at St. Petersburg. But nothing 
can come of cither. Inspired Russian 
papers complain bitterly of the arrests |

by whieh delay their hold on Kashgaria 
is rendered far more precarious than 
it otherwise would be. ‘They are not 
innocent enough to think that this 
latter consideration will avail them 
much, nor are they likely to be ignorant 
that the Russian plan of cnro for the 
existing evils comprehends the enforced 
abandonment of all Chinese claims ov 
Kuldja, tho free admission of Russian 
traders to the north-western provinces, 
and the recognition of Russian com- 
mercial and politienl ageuts in the most 
advantageous positions in these pro- 
vinees. With views so diametrically 
opposed, a friendly compromise seems 
all but impossible. The quarrel is a 
vory pretty quarrel as it stands, fruit. 
fal in any caso with complications for 
Russia whenever the final straggle for 
the Empire of the East conyulses the 
heart of Asia.

‘The Hon. Secretary and Treasurer of 
the Shanghai Recreation Fund, Mr. F. A. 
Groom, having resigned that office, which 
he had filled for the long period of cleven 
years, and having asked to whom he is to 
hand over the documents, &e., connected 
with the ‘Trust,—a correspondent, whose 
letter appears on another page, suggests 
that the Municipal Council should take 
charge of the Fund and the valuable pro- 
perty pertaining to it. The duties of 
administering such a Trust must certainly 
be onerous, and the unpaid office of

The following laconic but expressive 
telegram has been received here, and 
handed to us for publication :— Washing- 
ton, 5th March, 187 ‘Seward wins,”” 

A thunderstorm, which lasted some timo 
and was of considerable severity for tho 
period of the year, broke over these Sottle- 
ments on Wednesday afternoon, Rain fell 
heavily and the lightning was at times 
very vivid. ‘There had been indications of 
atmospheric disturbance for some days pro- 
viously, indicating the approaching chango 
of monsoon, ‘Towards evening, tho wind 
veered to tho southward, which brought 
the storm back, and heavy tempest again 
prevailed for several hours.

The Viceroy, 
however, disdains to’ shield himself from 
the just indignation he has raised under 
the paltry subterfuge attempted to be 
foisted upon the Shanghai community by 
native and foreign would-be apolo- 
gists, viz., that the offensive character re- 
ferred only to “ workmen”—not to “ prin- 
cipals.” He, it is said, boldly says the 
character was intended to apply to certain 
“‘prineipals"—to those who sold” him 
gunpowder that would not explode when 
wanted, guns that would burst when not 
wanted, swords and bayonets which, 
like Hodge's razors, were only made

results of his own experience and the 
way in which he gained knowledge as to 
how to avoid some kinds of commercial 
pitfalls. 

Four steamers competed this year in the 
annual race with first cargoes to Tientsin, 
namely, the China Coast Steam Navigation 
Company's steamers Shun Lee, Captain 
Paynter, and the Taku, Captain McClure, 
and the China Merchants’ Company's strs. 
Fungshun, Captain Andrew, and the 
Pautak, Captain Patterson, The Shun Lee 
was the first to leave at 5.35 a.m. on the 
27th ultimo, She was followed down the 
river by the other three steamers, and all 
four crossed the Woosung Bar within the 
same half hour. Outside Woosung a strong 
northerly wind, with rain, thick fog, and 
high sea, was experienced ; and the vessels 
soon lost sight of each other. The Pantak 
grounded on a mud bank in the North 
Channel and was detained four hours, 
thereby being thrown out of the race. The 
Sham Lee went ahead and passed Shaweishan 
at 10.45 a.m. ‘The fog still continued, and 
the wind increased to a strong northerly 
and N.W. gale. After the Promontory was 
passed at 8.15 a.m, on the Ist March, the 
wind slightly abated, and at noon a fresh 
breeze was blowing, but the sen was 
still running high, At 7 p.m. the Miataou 
Islands were passed, and in crossing the 
Gulf of Pechili large quantities of floe ice 
wore met, and the vessel had a holo stove 
in each of her bows, filling the fore com- 
partment with water. Notwithstanding 
she made a splendid run to the Taku bar, 
arriving there at 6.45 a.m. on the 2nd inst., 
thus winning the race, so far as steaming 
was concerned, with none of her rivals in 
sight. She attempted to cross the Bar, but 
failed and had to anchor outside during the 
day, At 11.30 a.m. the Fungshun arrived, 
and at 5.30 p.m. the Taku, while the 
Pautah did not put in an appearance until 
9 a.m, the following morning, the 3rd. 
‘The Shun Lee crossed the Bar with that 
morning's tide, but the other steamers 
failed to do so. The Shun Lee with 
two holes already in her bows was afraid 
to encounter the unbroken ice still in 
the river, and anchored at Taku for 
twenty-four hours. Between eight and 
nine o'clock on the morning of the 
4th, the Pautah cleared the Bar and 
steamed past the Siu Lee into the ice, 
breaking her way through, and the Shun 
Lee followed in her wake. The former was 
eventually forced on the bank by the ice, 
and the Shun Lee again took the lead- 
ing position, but soon afterwards. she 
also took the ground and the Pautak 
passed her and arrived in Tientsin three- 
quarters of an hour before her. The 
Fungshun and Taku arrived at noon the 
following day, and the same afternoon the 
Shun Lee and Pautah, the former with 
‘Tis. 200,000 of treasure and the latter with

Bar she fell in with the same mass of 
ice in the Gulf that was encountered on 
the upward passage, and steamed round 
the southerly end of it, closely followed by 
the Shun Lee. She passed the Promontory 
at 9 p.m, same day, and arrived in Shavg- 
hai at 10,05 am. on the Sth, making 








the run in 57 hours from Taku, the Shun 
Lee arriving about half-an-hour after- 
wards. Both the Zalw and Fungshun 
we hear severely experienced the rough 
weather on the passage up, and that the 
Fungshun had her wheelhouse smashed in, 
while the Taku, it is said, lost a boat, had 
her bridge displaced, and a hole stove in 
her bow. We further hear that the small 
steamship Peiho, on her passage up to 
Tientsin, also encountered the full force of 
the weather and sustained some damage. 

The steamer Appin was announced to 
leave for Tientsin on Wednesday morning, 
but while engaged taking in cargo one of 
the plates in her bow was found to have 
been stove in by the ice. To effect the 
repairs she had to be docked, and her 
departure was postponed. She went into 
dock the same day, had all necessary 
repairs effected, left the dock again the 
next afternoon, and it was expected 
she would leave this morning. The 
Shun Lee was also docked to repair the 
damage she sustained on her winning trip 
to Tientsin, and we understand it was 
necessary to provide her with four or 
five new plates. The Taku and Fungshun 
were repaired without docking, and neither 
of them lost a trip. 

News has reached us of a sad accident 
at Taku, resulting in the drowning of fifty- 
two Chinese. It will be in the recollection 
of our readers that one of the first vessels 
purchased by the China Merchants’ Com- 
pany was the old P. and 0. steamer 
aden, and after she had been running 
for a short time under their management, 
‘she was moored below the Naval Yard and 
remained idle for several months. As the 
best way to utilise her to advantage, her 
engines were taken out and she was towed 
up the Yangtsze and used as a hulk, but 
soon afterwards she again made her ap- 
pearance in Shanghai. When the immense 
beams of timber arrived here from the 
interior about twelve months ago, en route 
to Peking for the ancestral Palace, and 
the China Merchants’ Company were put 
to their wits’ end as to the way in 
which they were to be conveyed North, it 
was ultimately decided to bring into re- 
quisition the Aden. Ports were cut in her 
stern, and the huge logs stowed in her; 
whereupon she was towed to Tientsin by 
one of the Company’s steamers. From there 
she was removed to Taku and anchored 
outside the Bar, where, during the open 
senson, she served the double object of a 
lightship and hulk in which cargo, lightered 
from the Company's steamers to enable 
them to cross the Bar, has been stored. 
‘While the river was closed she was moored at 
‘Taku, and we are informed that on Friday, 
the 7th inst., sho was towed to her pre- 
vious position outside the Bar, and received 
a considerable quantity of cargo on the 
following day from the steamers Leeyven 
and Haeshin. On Sunday morning, our in- 
formant says, cargo was being discharged, 
and s large quantity having been placed 
on one side the hulk between decks, she gave 
a tremendous roll, al 
coolies engaged, who, in their fright, made 
arush for the Lechoay, which was moored 
alongside, causing the hulk herself tofall over 
on her side, and the water rushing in through 


























the open ports, sank her. A scene of great 
excitement ensued, as it was well-known 
that about one hundred and twenty coolies 
were inside of her; and though, it is said, 
all possible iaeans that could be devised. to 
rescue them were adopted, which at the 
best it can be easily conceived could not be 
very expeditiously carried out, fifty-two 
are reported to be drowned. At high wator 
a portion of tho roof can be seen, and 
according to our information few of the 
bodies had been recovered up to Monday 
morning. Besides the great sacrifice of 
life, about 3,000 bags of rice and a large 
quantity of brick tea aro said to be lost, 
The Leehong was saved by her crow 
promptly cutting the connecting ropes. 

The P. & 0. 8. N. Co.’s steamship Gee- 
Tong, took the following Silk :—For London, 
444 bales ; New York, 36; Marseilles, 48 5 
Lyons, 91; Venice, 32; Bombay, 48 ; Singa- 
pore, 34; total, 733 bales; and 15 bales 
Waste Silk for London. 

‘The Temperance Hall was pretty fully 
attended on Thursday evening, on the 
occasion of the concert given in connection 
with the Temperance Society, by amateurs, 
under the conductorship of Mr. Iburg, 
Mr. Feutum presiding at the piano. ‘The 
concert was, as usual, very successful. 

HM. corvette Charybdis, Capt, Hotham, 
has proceeded down the river to the 
Naval Yard to take in stores, and from 
theneo she was to go to Woosung to com- 
plete for sea. She is said to havo now 
paid her last visit to Shanghai during her 
present commission, and in the course of 
afew months, it is believed, she will be 
homeward bound, Her present destination, 
wo learn, is Japan ; after which she will 
visit the South-China ports and probably 
await her relief at Singapore, Tt is said 
the corvette Modeste will be flagship at 
Shanghai. HLM. sloop of war, Egeria, 
Commander A. L. Douglas, is at present 
doing duty as flagship at this port. 

We learn that Wen Hwui (30 HE), one 
of the Secretaries in the Tsung-li Yamén, 
has been appointed Taotai of the Kwang- 
Jao-Chiu-Nan Circuit in Kiangsi (Taotai of 
Kiukiang); and that Li Ming-ch’th @& 
FHP), Financial Commissioner of Fuh- 
Kien, has been promoted to be Governor of 
that provines, vice Yi Kw'an (BS), 
transferred to the province of Kwangtung. 

We hear from Citzroo that tho steamer 
Cassandra, which was stranded on the beach 
near the Temperance Hall during the late 
severe gale, has been got off, and that she 
thas sustained less damage than might have 
been expected under the circumstances. 

“At the annual meeting of the HoxeKona

THE RATEPAYERS’ MEETING. 


No more satisfactory proofs could be 
offered of the smoothness with which 
local self-government is conducted in 
Shanghai, and of the absolute con- 
fidence placed by the ratepayers in 
their representatives on the Council, 
than the small attendance at the 
annual meeting held the other day, 
and the tranquillity which characterised 
the proceedings. We have frequently 
had cause to know that there is no 
real lack of concern in Municipal 
affairs on the part of the community. 
Wero there the slightest want of con- 
fidence in our administrators, their 
management of public funds would be, 
as on previous occasions it has been, 
subjected to strict scrutiny. The mat- 
ters to bo submitted were not unimport- 
ant, Half-a-million of taels was in 
question—a quarter of a million ex- 
pended during 1878, and a like amount 
proposed to be levied in 1879, Yet 
80 general and well founded is the be- 
lief that the gentlemen who generously 
give their ill-spared time to the direction 
of public affairs, act in the bost ine 
terests of the Settlement, that no more 
than 41 porsons, representing 161 
votes, put in an appearance, and even 
of these many merely registered their 
nemes and left, Of those who strictly 
speaking attended the meeting, when 
abstraction is made of Consular officials, 
members of Council, professional men 
and reporters, the number remaining 
who ropresented large interests in pro- 
porty was marvellously insignificant. 
Upon uo point could it be said that 
thero was a lively or earnest debate. 
The Report and Accounts for 1878 
were passed without a voico raised 
either to condemn or to question. 
The budget for 1879 was accepted 
with one trifling change, in favour of 
the Shanghai Museum, which served 
only to accentuate the unanimily of 
the meeting in approving the Council’s 
suggestions. Authority to raise extra 
funds was granted without demur, and 
all were agreed in confirming the 
Council’s resolve to clear and cleanse 
the foreshore. Beyond the general 
remarks, the proceedings of the meeting 
are, with one exception, suggestive of 
nocomment, That exception has refer- 
ence to the lock hospital, a subject in 
every way so unsavoury that in our 
report we have merely mentioned the 
discussion, referring those who may 
wish to read it ia full to the forth- 
coming official minutes, But as this 
matter was the only one which excited 


any display of feeling or gave rise to 
any conflict of opinion, we are compelled 
to notice it, although we will abstain 
from entering into particulars. 
Considering that the institution has 
actually been established, and granting 
that many, whose judgments upon the 
subject are specially worthy of atten- 
tion, believe that it is necessary, the 
strictures levelled at its administration 
deserve serious attention. In his re. 
marks, Dr. Jamieson carefully guarded 
himself against the suspicion of being 
an. opponent of the system. His 
charges took the least offensive form 
that was possible under the circum. 
stances, being thrown into the shape of 
questions to which he thought the Re- 
port of the inspecting officer onght to 
have furnished replies. {¢ was perhaps 
impossible for the Chairman of the 
Council to give the desired information 
on the spot, although the Superiu. 
tendent of Police might reasonably have 
been requested to reply upon points 
with which be doubtless was perfectly 
familiar. Answers will of course be 
forthcoming in due time, for the im- 
putation as it now stands is sufficiently 
serious, being uo other than that, 
through want of power or through a 
failure to exert powers with which the 
Council are invested, the application of 
the inspecting system is partial and the 
protection it professes to afford, dela- 
sive. Coming, as the discussion did, 
during tho consideration of the budget, 
the inference was that money voted for 
the lock hospital was likely to be 
wasted. But, as we think, wisely, this 
was not expressed, the design being to 
improve the existing system, uot to do 
away with it, We need hardly point 
out the impracticable character of the 
suggestion put forward by Mr, Pardon, 
that whatever protection the measuro 
affords should be extended impartially 
to all porsons coucerued, or in other 
words that protection and repression 
should be co-extensive. We take that 
suggestion as one mado without any 
expectation of its being accepted, and 
intended merely as a formal protest 
against a measure which Mr. Purdon 
has from the first consistently opposed. 
Mr. Kingsmill who has also invariably 
taken his staud against the lock hospital, 
reiterated Dr. Jamiesou’s charges, and 
recorded his disapproval upon grounds 
loss special than those occupied by the 
first named speaker, while Mr. Rey- 
nolds endeavoured to shew that the 
edge of his general disapprobation bad 
| been whetted by what Le conceived to 
be an insult offered to the municipality 
by the lato naval Commandcr-iu-chief.

Indicrons in Admiral Ryder’s patronage 
of the Council, and in the effusiveness 
with which he patted it on the back 
and promised to use his inflnence with 
the Admiralty to obtain a grant in aid 
of the lock hospital. Yet much may 
be forgiven to an amiable but rather 
fussy old gentleman who honestly con- 
sidered his approbation as something 
worth having; and much, too, has to be 
forgiven to the Council who, with an 
innocence almost pathetic, printed at 
Inrge all the pretty things that the Ad. 
miral said to them. Few, we should 
have thought, could believe that the 
English Admiralty would take any 
notice of the Admiral’s representations, 
even if he remembered his promise to 
make them, At all events, nothing has 
come of either his praise or his promises, 
and the sooner both are forgotten tho 
better. 

The fact that this brief abstract ad. 
equately represents the nature and 
scope of the deliberations at the Jast 
Ratepayers’ mecting justifies tho thesia 
from which we started—that the com- 
munity is well governed, and is fully 
conscious of its good fortune. 





TRADE IN CHINA, 


Ir is satisfactory, after the numbers of 
years of depression which we Lave had 
from time to time to notice, to be able 
again to point to a revival, however 
small, in trade in China, The Customs 
Gazette for the last quarter of 1878 
seems to indicate some such revival, in 
the North at least, aud to promise a 
more satisfactory issue than we hav 
lately had to record. Tho revival is 
most marked in Newchwavg, which, 
although not directly affected by tho 
famine, suffered from its results, and 
here during the quarter the principal 
staples exhibit au uuwonted activity, 
The import of Piece Goods generally 
exhibited » favourable increase, but the 
grentest advance was in metals, ine 
dicating a demand for the purpose of 
house building aud manufacture of 
agricultural implements, The import 
of opium was above the average, and 
this, the Anti-opium League notwith- 
standing, we take to indiente an im- 
proved condition of affairs, A general 
increase in the long list of sundry 
imports may be noted, balanced against 
a decrease in sugar which we must 
assume to be merely temporary. The 
reason of this improved condition of 
afinirs we may readily perceive in the 
list of exports. ‘The fertile country of 
which Newchwang forms the sea-port, 
has responded to the call for grain for 
the relief of the distressed districts, 
and was able to furnish large supplies, 
More than ibis, the cultivation of 
beans aud the manufacture of bean. 
cake has largely extended, and more 
than a million and a half piculs were 
exported during tho three monthe, 
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tho greater portion of which were taken 
by Swatow, where its effects will bo felt 
in a larger production of sugar. At 
Tientsin, the disturbance ceased by 
tho famine has in great measure 
ceased, and the demand for imports 
has risen from the lowest point of 
1877 neatly to its uormal value. 
Opium has been in excess of former 
periods, denoting that the cultivation 
of the poppy at home has diminished 
under the necessity of stimulating to 
the utmost the -production of grain to 
counteract the effects of a famine not 
yet entirely pussed, ‘The Customs’ 
revenue of the two ports has increased 
daring the quarter by the satisfactory 
increment of Taols 60,000. The same 
remarks though in a less degree apply 
to Chefoo, where, except in the item of 
sugar imported, both exporls and im- 
ports showed a revival, though the 
normal rate had not yet been attained. 
On the river generally, little change 
took place; what there was, was gen- 
erally for the better, and the increase 
was general in the ordinary staples of 
trade, though small in amount in any. 
The trade of Shanghai showed little 
chungo daring the quarter, a larger 
import of piece goods being the main 
fealare, resulting iv an increase of 
reveuue of nearly Taels 80,000. 

The prosperity which was apparently 
reviving in the North showed little 
sigua of appearing in the South, where 
the returns almost without exception 
point tu depression. Ningpo showed a 
falling off in most articles of trade; 
‘Wenchow seemed quite unable to 
struggle against adverse circumstances; 
with the exception of tea, Foochow 
still oppeared as one of the most 
insignificant. of ports, Formosa las 
largely declined in its ability to absorb 
imports, and its exports, except ten, 
wore in nearly similar condition. To 
judge from the. statistics, Amoy is 
rapidly losing its hold on foreign trade, 
tea being apparently the only exception. 
Tt is known that fiscal exactions are 
ingnished in the neighbourhood for 
their severity; but it seems strange 
that with the inevitable result before 
their eyes of revenue dimivishing year 
by year, (he local officials do uot see, 
in their own interest, the necessity of 
relieving the trade of its artificial 
fotters. watow alone of southern 
ports exhibits an increasing trade. The 
sugar industry bns, however, for the 
last two yeats experienced a severe 
check. The wasteful methods of ex- 
traction and the heavy duties payable, 
preveut Chinese sugar from entering 
into competition with that from osher 
countries, where the Governments are 
more alive to their own immediate 
interests, Still Swatow is more favour- 
ably situated iu the way of fiscal levies 
than the other ports of Fabkien, and 
it is curious to observe that this fact 
alone more than counterbalances some of 
the disadvantages of the port, and deter- 
mines towards it many of the imports 
which would more naturally enter Awoy 
or Foochow, 
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LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT IN SHANGHAI. 

It is satisfactory to perceive that tho 
“Model Settlement” has so far advanced 
onits way to Municipal perfection, that 
none among the Ratepayers saw any reason 
to ruffle the even tenor of events by giving 
notice of motion in any form for discussion 
at the late Annual General Meeting of Rate- 
payers—to the Council, the elected repre- 
sentatives of public opinion, was left the 
satisfactory task of filling the agenda of the 
business to be brought before the meeting. 
This shows there must be a full measure 
of satisfaction existent in the community, 
—and no wonder, when the sanitary pro- 
gress of the Inst two years is considered— 
improved drainage, widened thoroughfares, 
rounded corners, &c., all of which are 
actual proofs that those to whom have 
been entrusted the “watch and ward” of 
the Settlements generally, have fulfilled 
their trust and provided a legacy of good 
local self-government which will leave a 
comparatively smooth task to their succes- 
sors. It is said to be easy to follow a bad 
example, but not so a good one, not only in 
public but in private affairs ; and in a place 
like Shanghai, where so much depends on 
good example for future progress among 
the native inhabitants who surround us 
in tens of thousands, how necessary it is 
that the fine results of Home advancement 
in Municipal affairs should be exhibited to 
them in the shape of public works. This is 
merely following the example of those 
nations of antiquity from which we our- 
selves obtained the knowledge of local self- 
government, and whose edicts and laws 
pretty generally form to this day the basis of 
our own. Tostir, in any way, the inert mass 
Chinese official neglect and obstinacy should 
be one of the chief objects of our Municipal 
authorities, and itaffords an example worthy 
of all praise that a great advance has 
been made in the “outward appearance” 
of tho streets of the Settlement—to say 
nothing of tho imposing buildings erected 
on every side for the purpose of further- 
ing trade and commeree—that cannot fail 
ultimately to bear fruit, even among the 
apparently obtuse but really sharp and 
far-seeing people among whom we live. 
Like those nations of old, to whom re- 
ference has been already made, let us do 
all we can to improve these lines of progress 
in the same amicable way that has marked 
the advance of the last few years, so that 
as time rolls on and, past records aro 
studied, it will be said that even the 
“barbarians” knew what things were no- 
cessary not only for the advancement of 
trade, but also for the furtherance of 
civilization and the welfare of mankind 
generally. ‘That the Municipal institutions 
of Shanghai and the Outports will, if car- 
ried out properly, of a certainty accomplish 
this, is as clear as that the residents have 
already taught the astute natives the way to 
embark in, and take much from, that com- 
merce which it was at one time thought they 
were incapable of understanding. 

‘There can scarcely be but one feeling ex- 
perienced throughout the community, and 
especially the ratepaying portion of it, at 
the amicable way in which the Municipal 
Government of the Settlement for the en- 
suing year was settled at the Annual 





General Meeting. Public matters are 








working so smoothly, that — although 
there may be a little jerk felé now and 
then, like that of tho wheels of a railway 
train catching a slightly projecting point, 
but passing onwards in safety—there re- 
mains little to carp at or find fault with. 
This satisfactory state of affairs is the 
natural outcome of the toils, troubles, and 
Gisputes of younger days, arising from 
the pardonable eagerness of the “Early 
Fathers” to let it be seen in later days 
how earnest they wore in their endeavours 
to make the Settlement of Shanghai a 
monument of Western enterpriso, civil- 
ization, and skill. ‘That tho task car- 
ried on from year to year, at times in 
the face of thoughtless opposition, both 
native and foreign, has been successful, 
we can only say in proof to any sceptio— 
first read the records of tho early meetings 
of ratepayers and then, “ Circumspice!” 
Still the success so conspicuously wrought 
must not be allowed to induce either inac- 
tion or repose. Tho laurels won must bo 
Kept watered, or they will fade,—a fate 
that would have to be deplored ; and upon 
this especial topic we shall have something 
moro to say on an early date. The 
readiness with which the Ratepayers 
voted the funds nocessary to maintain tho 
good government and sanitary condition 
of the Settlement, clearly showed how 
thorough is tho confidence they repose 
in their choson representatives ; and that 
their confidence has never beon wilfully 
abused by a too lavish expenditure or 
careless administration, is as clear as noon- 
day. ‘There wero two incidents at tho meot- 
ing which, we think, deserve special allusion 
—the first of theso was the graceful com- 
pliment paid by the instrumentality of Mr. 
©, Thorne to the Gatden Committee, the 
honorary conservators of a Public Garden 
which he rightly described as “ the pride of 
Shanghai and one of its institutions most 
talked of by visitors.” ‘This, by tho way, 
was the first time the Garden Committeo 
received a public recognition of their unob- 
trusive but valuable services. ‘Tho other in- 
cident was tho ready concession made by the 
Bund lot-holders to the representations of 
the Council, so ably enunciated by Mr, 
Hart, as to the necessity of removing the 
unsightly structures and accumulations 
from the Bund foreshore, and restoring that 
whilom breezy expanse—now virtually o 
nuisance—to its normal condition. ‘There 
were other matters of importance to the 
well-being of the Settlement discussed and 
decided ; but theso two incidents stand 
out in relief, as showing that while the 
more burdensome portions of the task of 
local self-government are borne on strong 
and willing shoulders, thought is at the 
same time given to the pleasing task of 
doing all possible to beautify and embellish 
our surroundings. Is it too much to look 
forward to—to hope—that, in a few years, 
say—the fancy picture which is now to be 
seen pretty frequently on the stage of 
the Lyceum Theatre, will be an accom- 
plished fact?—and that the opium hulks 
will some day be removed? However, 
these are presumably distant visions ; and 
leaving them, we take leave of our subject, 
by congratulating the Ratepayers on the 
amity that prevails in regard to public 
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affairs, and by hoping that the new Council 
will hand over to their successors, unim- 
pairod, the well-kept legacy they now re- 
osive. 
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CHEFOO. 


After a few days of extraordinarily fine 
Wodtliér, Chéfoo has again been visited by 
a fierce gale atid heavy sed, which caused 
further disasters amongst the shipping in 
the neighbourhood, From S.W.,S, and 
8.E., during the preceding days, the wind 
settled on Thursday, the 27th ult., in the 
east, and during the greater part of the 
day and night rain fell steadily. In the 
éarly hours of the 28th, the wind took a 
further shift “higher up,” and blew with 
greatly increased force from N.E.N. and 
.W., the changes between these points 
Being very frequent. This also caused a 
¢oiisidetable change in the temperature, 
aiid everything, wet with tho recent rain, 
was quickly covered with ico. 

Betweon 3 and 4 o'clock a.m, the British 
barque Forget-me-not and the German 
Cassandra wore driven from their anchor- 
ages and stranded, the former just at the 
ond of Messrs. Fergusson & Co.’s jetty, 
and the latter a little more to the north, 
near tho Seaman’s Hall. The wind con- 
tized with unabated violence all through 
the day, carrying tho two vessels further on 
shore, on the alternoon’s tide, which was 
‘an exceptionally high one again. 

Fortuiiately no further accidents to the 
shipping ocourred, and the wind decreased 
gradually after nightfall. 

‘The Forget-me-not was partly loaded with 
béaneake and peas for Amoy, and the 
steamier had only a small quantity of eargo, 
including some peas for Hongkong. Some 
hopos are entertained of getting the steamer 
off in a comparatively sound state ; but the 
ship fills with water at high tide and has 
been condemned. 

‘The sea carried away a portion of the 
Customs jetty and threw down the steps, 
also leaving some other boundary walls, 
high above its ordinary reach, in a very 
dilapidated condition. 

On Saturday afternoon news was received 

of the wreck of the British barque 
Bénclutha (with a general cargo from 
Shanghai), near Lung Men, and H.M.S. 
Growler went early on Sunday morning 
to render assistance, but there was no 
hope, of | saving the ves A. Naval 
Court is to be held to enquire into the 
circumstances attending tho wreck ; but 
they seem, to be clearly explained as 
follows :—Tho ship was well inside Cape 
Cod, and unable to escape to the open sea 
again, when the gale caught her, and the 
sails, &c., becoming immovable shortly 
afterwards by the accumulation of ice, 
there was no hopo but to let go the 
anchors, but theso failed to bring her up. 

Fears were entertained for the safety of 
tho Newehwang Lightship, which was in 
company with the Benclutha off the 
Promontory, but not having made so much 
headway, she was enabled to get clear of 
Jand and’ arrived here two or three days 
later. 

A vessel arrived a day or two ago, 
bringing a report of another wreck between 
the Promontory ond this ‘port, but though 
the people going to and from the Benclutha 
have tried discover it, there is no definite 
news yet, and it is to be hoped the report 
ig erroneous. :

Adestructive fire occurred on the island of 
Changchow, between the two bridges lead- 
ing citywards, on the evening of Saturday, 
the 22nd ult. Cause :—joss pidgin. Tho 
flames were first noticed at about 6.45 p.m. 
and proceeded from a shop situated on the 
main thoroughfare of the island, the in- 
mates of which had a short time before 
suspended a number of lighted candles in 
front of the family altar, These candles 
seem to have been placed in too close 
proximity to the rafters, and the con- 
Sequence was soon apparent in the flames 
which burst forth through the roof and 
spread with great rapidity to the adjoin- 
ing houses. "Nearly all the buildings 
right and left of the main streot were de- 
stroyed, and only a few houses in tho 
line of fire were saved by tho surrounding 
fire-walls, ‘The estimated loss of property 
is about $150,000. 

Almanacs appear to bea Government mon- 
opoly in China, At least wo aro informed 
that the sale of these valuable publications 
is restricted to Yamén underlings, and 
that the officials are allowed to reap any 
In no 
other way is it possible to account for a 
proclamation bearing date 26th day of tho 
12th moon of the 4th year of Kwangsu, 
issued by the Min Magistrate and exten: 
sively posted throughout the City and 
suburbs. This proclamation forbids, under 
penalty of death, the publication and 
sale of almanacs’ by persons unskilled 
in horoscopy, and warns the people that 
fitting days for weddings, burials, land- 
purchases, and so forth can be discovered 
only in the almanacs prepared at Poking 
by the Astronomical Board. At first sight, 
it might appear that the Min Maxistrate 
was taking quite a proper fatherly interest 
in this matter, but the fact is that tho 
mandarins are’ pecuniatily concerned in 
the sale of these officially-inspired calendars, 
They receive a few copies from Pekiny an- 
nually ; some of these are printed here for 

neral circulation and sold at the various 

ook shops,—the officials or their under- 

lings (it amounts to the samo thing) re- 
ceiving the regulation “ squeeze,” or a per 
centage of the book-sellers’ receipts. It is 
regrettable that this superfluous paternal 
solicitude for the welfare of the people 
should not be devoted to more practical 
ends—sanitary reform, for instance, or a 
proper comprehension of the evils result- 
ing from a malarious atmosphere, would be 
a fitting subject to dilate upon in the next 
magisterial fulmination. 

The Chinese army will never become a 
very respectable organisation until certain 
sweeping reforms are made. It appears 
that gunners, riflemen, and swordsmen, 
however great their skill, can never bo 
promoted from the ranks; whilst skill in 
archery secures the reward of a button as 
soon as ever it is manifested. Gunners, 
&., if very skilful, are rewarded with 
presenta of tobacco-pouches and such-like

AMoY. 


‘Tho Amoy Gazette contains a brief account 
of a masked ball given at the Custom House 
at that port on the evening of the 26th ult., 
at which about fifty guests were present, 
and which turned out a success in every 
way. The costumes were of a most varied 
and amusing nature and many of them 
were remarkable for the originality and 
striking effect, those of the ladies dressed 
as shepherdesses, Japanese, Vivandieres, 
and Chinese being by far the most conspi- 
cuous. ‘The gentlemen's costumes were 80 
diversified-that a description of them would 
occupy too much space, but, suffice it to 
say, almost every conceivable character 
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was represented, Chinese predominating. 
At midnight an excellent supper was 
served, after which dancing recommenced 
and was kept up until 4am. Another 
correspondent of the same paper says the 
ball-room decorations were worthy of all 
praise. They were composed of ever- 
greens hung in festoons aud garlands, 
intermingled with artificial fowers and fur- 
ther enhanced by suspended mirrors and a 
tasteful grouping of National flags, which 
together with the many articles of virtu dis- 
tributed in the room, so as to give the 
greatest effect, showed great taste and pro- 
duced a most charming display. ‘Too great 
credit cannot be given to the caterer for his 
taste in the setting of the supper table and 
in the selection of the viands thereon so 
profusely displayed, which gained the ad- 
miration of all. 

‘The same paper notes that thenew Haifang 
was ocenpied until a very early hour on the 
morning of the 24th ultimo, in hearing wn- 
sottled cases, the legacy of his predecessor. 
All litigants ‘were permitted to address him 
directly, without the usual intervention of 
doorkeepers and runners, a notification 
having been previously issted to that effect. 

H.M.S. Moorhen, Commander, W. M. 
Carey, has arrived at Amoy from Shanghai, 
and ‘is to be stationed there in place of 
H.MLS. Hart, which vessel will leave for 
the North on her return from Formosa. 

‘A Chinese passenger by the Hai Loong 
states that the Yesso and H.M.S, Hart 
were engaged as she passed the wreck of 
the Taiwan in trying to get her off, but 
uth very litle apparent prospect of success 
‘The Gazette also learns that on board the 
‘Tuiwan at the time of the disaster were a 
number of students bent upon a further 

tho degreo of sin 
mosan Capital, after having been unsuc- 
cessful in their own provincial towns. 
‘Phere being no Chinese sons of the soil in 
Formosa and comparatively fow candidates, 
this irregularity appears to be winked at 
by the local authorities.—The Yesso arrived 
on the 26th ultimo, with the Captain and 
crew of the S.S Tuitean, which steamer has 
been abandoned. Ail’ salved cargo has 
been delivered at Taiwanfoo.—On the 27th 
the wreck of the Taiwan was sold by public 
avetion, a Chinaman being the purchaser 
for 1,800. 









HONGKONG. 


‘The China Mail reports that at the 
Hongkong Police Court, on the 7th inst., 
six anilora of the late barque Kale Iuters, 
natives of Siam and Malacca, were charged 
on remand with the murder of W. PF. 
Geeso, inaster ; Christophier Bowen, mate ; 
and Henry Haden, second imate,’ of the 
British barque Kate Waters, on the 
high seas, on or about tho 6th November, 
1878, aud also with piratically taking the 
ve After taking evidence as to the 
identity of the prisoners ws having formed 
part of the crew of the Kate Waters, and 
also the testimony of Peter Auguston, a 
native of tho Mauritius, Loatewain of the 
ill-fated barque (whove story of the mur- 
ders and the scultling of the ship, aud of 
his own escape, is very graphic), the pris- 
oners wore further remanded. 

‘The China Mail gives the following as 
being tho prices realised for the best 
known ponies at the auction held after the 
recent Raco Meeting :-—Surcingle, $320; 
Girths, $280; Temptation, $16; Spurs, 
$90; Corydon, $80; Shere Nasir, 875; 
Santa Cruz, $70; Blacksmith, $65; The 
Doctor, $55; Bufialo, $55 ; Kangaroo, $50. 

Owing to one of the defendants in the 
case of mutiny and murder on board the 
British barque Kate Waters, being too ill 
to attend, the enquiry was further ad- 
journed until.the Ist March.

CANTON. 


‘Tho Daily Press correspondent says peti- 
tions have been posted in the city by the 
persons interested in the junks engaged in 
the firewood trade, calling the attention of 
the higher authorities to the recent illegal 
levy of the Iekin upon firewood at the 
Pung-kong, Pak-kong, Sai-kong, Lo-pow, 
and To-sing stations, and calling upon them 
to take immediate steps to remove the 
grievance complained of. The petitioners 
refer to the abolition of the tax upon the 
article by the former Governors of Wu and 
‘An, “in consequence of which the people 
all loudly praise the two Governors’ good 
administration, so that their reputation was 
ever heard in the wilderness.”

As I have previously informed you, 
in reply to the petition, the Governor 
states that the allegations in the petition 
are true, and has ordered the abuses to be 
inquired into. i 

notorious lottery ticket gambler was 
arrested in this city a few days ago by a 
band of soldiers under command of a 
military officer, who acted under special 
warrant. ‘The gambler had formerly been 
a head runner in the prefecture of Canton, 
and in that position had amassed a fortune 
of six or seven thousand dollars, when he 
was banished for life for various derelic- 
tions. ‘Two or three years ago he quietly 
came back to Canton and opened a gambling 
den. He was heard of by the Governor, 
however, who ordered his arrest. Finding 
he was securely in the hands of the law 
and could not eseape punishment, he 
committed suicide in his cell by taking 
opium, which he had obtained by bribing 
the prison oflicials.

‘YOKOHAMA. 
¥rom the Herald we learn that Yokohama 
was visited on the 23rd Fobruary by a 
sovere north-west gale, which, commencing 
early in the morning, increased in violence 
until noon, after which it gradually sub- 
sided, and’at sunset there was but little 
more than a moderate breeze. The men- 
of-war in harbour, with the exception of 
the Monongahela, struck top-gallant mas 
and_yards, and’ several vessels got: up 
steain. No casualty is, however, reported 
afloat but that of the otter-hunting schooner 
ori, ‘which dragged her anchors until she 
just’ touched the northern end of the 
inglish hatoba. Fortunately there was 
not very much sea on, and after some hard 
work she was hauled out into a place of 
safety, having received little or no injury. 
Ashore, the damage done was not exten- 
sive, although a quantity of palings have 
been ‘blown down and in ‘some cases 
the roofs of houses have suffered slightly. — 
‘The Mitsu Bishi Company's steamer Take- 
sago Maru arrived from England on. the 
22nd February. This fine vessel was sent 
to London in ‘April, 1878, with a cargo of 
rice, and for that purpose rigged as a four- 
masted sailing barque. When discharged, 
she sailed to Renfrew on the Clyile, at 
which place she was fitted as a screw 
steamer With a pair of Messrs. Lo°nitz, 
Coulborn & Co,’s compound engines of 250 











horse power. The high and low pressure 
cylinders measure 40 and 74 inches in 
diameter respectively, with a stroke of 
4 feet, working a propeller of about 20 feet 
pitch, which averages about fifty revolu- 
tions’ per minute.

The berths are neatly furnished, 
and the saloon is panelled in lattice work 
relieved by paintings of flowers, &e., and 
tastefully hung with curtains of green’ and 
old. A small but well furnished social 
fia is fitted up at the deck entrance. to 
the cabin, and contains piano, library, &., 
while a roomy quarter deck affords every 
convenience for promenade. Her good 
qualities as a fast and comfortable sea 
Boat, combined with her economy in fuel, 
may induce the company to run her on 
the Shanghai lino ; it is said she has beon 
thoroughly fitted with linen, stores, &c., 
for that route.—On the night of the 24th 
February while a tidewaiter of the 4th class 
was doing duty at the French hatoba, he 
observed a Chinaman, who had landed from 
some ship, endeavouring to pass the gate. 
As the movements of the Chinaman seomod 
suspicious, the tidewaiter ordered him to 
stop, and on passing his hands round his 
waist felt some substanco which he thought 
was opium, and demanded to see it. The 
Celestial protested strongly against being 
searched, but it was of no avail, ax the 
tidewaiters and police soon secured him, 
and brought him to the Chinese Consul, 
It turned out that five tins of opium were 
found on him, weighing 24 pounds.

Resolution IV.—That the Report and Ac- 
counts for the twelve months ended Slat 
December, 1878, be passed. 
He said in bringing tho affairs of the 
Settlement for the past year to the notice 
of the Ratepayers, he would remark 
that the Council's estimate of revenue for 
1878 was Tis. 240,517.70. They actually 
received Tis. 268,629.98 ; but from this 
must be deducted a loan of Tis. 24,090 for 
the new Police-station at Hongkew, and the 
yremia on debentures issued in 1875 of Tis. 
3'950.75, making altogether Tis. 26,350.75, 
showing an increase on the estimate of Tis. 
1,753in round numbers. The chief features 
of the increase in our revenue of last year 
wero these :—We obtained a slight increase 
of Tls, 538.88 on pawnshops, and also an 
increase of Tis. 707.98 on jinrikshas. 
interest increased by Tls. 2,159.75, wh 
must be mainly ascribed to the premium 
on the debentures for Tis, 24,000 issued, 
which had passed into the accounts. ‘There 
was also an increase of Tis. 5,577.71 from 
outstanding accounts of 1875, 1876, and 
1877, which will be seen in detail on 
reference to the 96th page of the Report. 
‘The first item is Ts, 2,308.03 on the closing 
account, The rates, dues, &c., outstanding 
on the Sist December, 1877, wore estimal 
at Tis, 7,237.36, but they amounted to 
‘Tis. 9,646.29, which gives the emount of 
‘Tis, 2,308.98. ‘The outstanding bills, &e., 
on the 81st December, 1877, were estimated 
and placed to the expenditure of that year 
in the amount of Ts. 7,360.00, and we have 
already beon called upon to pay during the 
yoar, Tis, 6,572.83, showing an increase 
of Tis. 787.17. In the outstanding accounts 
of 1876, there was an amount of Tis. Gl4 
for the extension of the Seward road ; but 
owing to the uncertainty of getting the 
proposed improvement accepted, we with- 
Grew it from the accounts. In a similar 
way, in the outstanding accounts for 1875, 
we had an amount of Tls. 1,867.61 set 
apart for tho extension of Markham road, 
but owing to the very great uncertainty 
there was of the Council being able 
to carry this improvement through, that 
amount was also withdrawn from the 
accounts, The total amount, therefore, of 
outstanding accounts withdrawn is shown 
to amount to Tis. 5,877.71. The chief in- 
creaso over our estimates may be noticed in 
the roads. We put down in our estimate 

. for 1878, ‘Ts. 39,500.00, whoreas the actual 

expenditure’ was Tis.” 50,147.36, an in- 
crease of Ts. 10,647.86. ‘Of the amount 
wo spent. on the roads in 1878 we used 
‘ls, 17,543 actually in buying strips of 
Innd for the widening of the roads, and I 
am sure that all the Ratepayers will agree 
that tho money was well spent. Of this 
stun of Ns. 17,543 we had only pro- 
vided for ‘Is. 8,000, which was our 
original estimate, so that we spent Tis. 
9,543 more than’ our estimate, and this 
we obtained from revenue, Wo found it 
was not necessary to take advantage of the 
sum of Tis. 10,000 which the Ratepayers 




















voted at the last meeting for the purpose |i 


of widening the roads, as we were able to 
Gofray the’ extra expense from other 
sources, which Tam sure must be considered 
very satisfactory. In the Fire Department 
thore is an increase you will observe of 
Tis. 850, which arose in consequence of 
the vory’ defective state of the hose. ‘The 
gentlemen connected with the Fire Dopart- 
ment thought it expedient to at once re- 
place the hose, and they applied to us for 
the sum of ‘ls. 850, which they had 
not drawn from the amount set down for 
their department in 1877. ‘The Council 
considered it wise to accede to their re- 
qnest ; in fact the monoy had been actually 
voted ‘to the Fire Department, and the 
Couneil believed it was really necessary for 
the effective service of the fire brigades that 
the money should be spent. It will be 
seen also that there is an increase in the 
Municipal stock and stores to the amount 
of Tis, 2,946.94, which is chiefly owing 





to the supply of a quantity of disinfectants 
for cleansing the Settlement, and stores 
used for drainage purposes. ‘On the item 
of Land and Building there is an increase of 
Tis. 25,185.36, but that, as you are aware, 
was in acquiring the ‘site for the new 
Hongkew Police Station, the particulars 
in connection with which are tabulated on 
the 97th pago of the Report. You will 
there find that the purchase of the land 
as a site for the new Police Station 
amounted to Tis. 5,000; cost of raising 
the land, Tis. 17.90; paid on account of 
contract for building Police Station, cells, 
&c., Tis. 6,000; balance of contract, out- 
standing, ‘lst December, 1878,” Tis. 
18,412.00 ; building a shed for storing tools, 
&c,, Tis. 100 ; enlarging Powder Magazine, 
is. 200.17 ;’ building new Blacksmith’s 
shop on land adjoining the Central Police 
Station and cost of internal fittings, Tis. 
995,29; making a total under this head of 
‘Tis. 25,885.36. In our expenditure it will 
be seen that there is a decrease in the pay 
of the Police of Tis. 1,916.28; and 
that there is also a decrease’ in the 
Nuisance and Market Branch of the 
service of Tis. 1,669.22. ‘There is also a 
decrease of Tis, ’1,273.09 on the amount 
set apart for bridges, and further there has 
been a decrease in the Stud Department of 
Tis, 1,306.67. I do not think there are 
any other items in the accounts to which I 
need allude. ‘They are plainly set out in 
the Report, and may, I think, be consi- 
dered very satisfactory, especially for 1878, 
and with theso observations I beg to sub: 
mit the resolution I have already read for 
your acceptance,

Mr. Harr—In moving this resolution, 
gentlemen, I merely wish to remark that 
the Council suggest the following altera- 
tions in the charges as compared with those 
of 1878, viz., Licensing Fees, for every 
two-wheele? carriage let for hire from 
we have inereased the fee 
from 20 Mexican cents to 75 cents; for 
every four-wheeled carriage let for ‘hire 
from livery stables from 50 Mexican cents to 
$1.25; forevery two-wheeled carriage, plying 
for hirein thestreets of theSettlements, from 
75 cents to $1.00; for every four-wheeled 
carriage plying for hive in the streets of the 
Settlements, from 1.50 to $2.50 ; on jinril 
shas, let for hire, we have raised the fee 
from 50 cents to $1, There are, as you are 
aware, a number of native water carts in 
the Settlement, and for these we have fixed 
the feo at $l.’ There are, I may sav. 45 
of these vehicles using the roads of the 
Settlements. ‘They are chiefly employed 
by tea-shops, and the Council have found 
that they do a great amount of injury to 
the roads by the way in which the water 
splashes from them; and we have ascer- 
tained they can well afford to pay a fee 
of $1 per month for the damage they 
do the streets. As regards the increased 
feo on the carriages, the matter has 
been very carefully enquired into. In 
the first place, I may mention we 
have fixed the fees exactly on the same 
fuoting as those which prevail in the 
French Settlement ; and from the increased 
number of carriages and from what we 
know of their owners and the earnings of 
their carriages, they are well able to pay 
the amount we have asked. As to jinrik- 
shas, there are about 1,600 employed in 
the Settlements, and we have ascertained 
that they can well afford to pay a fee of $1 
per month each. 

‘Me. E. G. Low seconded the motion. 

Mr. Kixoswm—There is nothing in the 
resolution about wheelbarrows. 

‘Mr. Hanr—TI think you will find there 
is, and that there is a’ charge of 400 cash 
on each barrow. I have only been com- 
menting on the alterations the Council

‘Mr. Hanr proceeded—Our estimate of re- 
venue for 1879 is Tis. 234,715.99. In this 
amount, however, you will observe, there 
is included the sum of Tis. 10,000 wi 
drawn from the Sinking Fund and apzlied 
towards the reduction of the Municipal 
Lom of 1872. Our revenue for 1878 was 
‘Ts. 268,629.98, but you will bear in mind 
that, in that’ amount was includel the 
Joan of Tis. 24,000 for the new Police 
Station in Hongkew, and further, the 
premia we obtaiued on that loan of Tis. 
2,359.75; so that really the revenue we 
propose is as nearly as possible al.out the 
‘same as last year. The sum we recummend 
for expenditure is Tis. 234,715.99, heing 
an increase on last year's Builget of 
Tis, 5,351.08. In the expenditure, you 
will find that we put down for Pyiice, 
fs .50. Last year we actually spent 
a little over Tis. 46,000, and the probability 






























is that that sum will not be exceeded this 
year. For sanitary matters, we have put 
down a little over Tis. 19,600. The 
amount we spent last year was Tis. 
18,526.72 ; so that our estimate exceeds 
that amount by about Tis. 473. We set 
apart Tis. 19,000 for lighting, and tho 
amount last year was Tis. 14,250.51. The 
expenses of the Surveyor's Office are put 
down for the year 1879 at Tis. 8,503, as 
against Tis. 8,255.60 in the last year. It 
will this be seen that in this item there is 
a small increase, which is owing to the 
fact that our principal Surveyor has 
obtained nine months’ leave of absence, 
and the gentleman employed to con- 
duct his work receives a salary at tho 
rate of Tis. 2,400 per annum for his ser- 
vices. Mr. Clarke receives Tis. 3,600, but 
during his absence he only receives hali- 
pay, 60 that there is a small increase, the 
diiference being between Ts. 3,600 and Tis. 
2,400. For Public Works, we set aj 

9,260; we spent last year, Tis, 
69,25 05. Last year, we spent Tis. 17,000 
for widening the streets. This year it 
is not anticipated that very  inuch 
money will be required for that 
purpose. At the present moment, there 








are only two streets in the knowledge of | 


the Council that ean be widened, or rather, 
in the course of being widened, viz., the 
rounding of the Foochow road corner and 
the very great improvement the Council 
aro effecting in the Hankow road. We 
hare obtained from Messrs, Maitland and 
Thorne, the privilege of having a side- 
walk or arcade along the extent of their 
buildings in the Hankow road. By doing 
this, the present pathway can be thrown 
into the road, thereby increasing its width. 
‘At the present moment, however, there is 
a little difficulty about the entrance near 
the new Chartered Mercantile Bank, but 
I suspect that it will be eventually arranged 
satisfactorily. Regarding the roads of the 
Settlement, I think they appear to the 
Ratepayers gonerally to be at present in 
yood condition, more especially the 
Nanking road, which is in excellent condi- 
tion. In the Secretariat, you will seo a 
slight increase—an inereaso of about 
Tis. 600, which is owing to the fact that one 
‘of our employés is on leave receiving half- 
pay, and his placo is supplied by another 
gentleman. Regarding the gencral charges, 
there is little differenco—the difference is 80 
small that I need not refer to it.The only 
other item of expenditare I desire to call 
your particular attention to is the increased 
‘amount set apart for the Volunteers. In 
1878, the amount spent on the Volunteers 
was ‘ls, 2,850, and for this year we have 
put down the sum of Tis. 4,000. It will 
be fresh in all your recollections the dis- 
cussion that kas been going on for some 
time past regarding the Volunteer Corps 
and the necessity of providing uniform 
for its members. “Tho Council, in answer 
to a letter from the amalgamated Com- 
pany, No. 1 Mih-ho-loongs, respecting the 
question of uniform, said they would set 
apart a sum sufficient to provide uniform 
for the Volunteers, and leave it to the 
Ratepayers to sanction the payment, and 
this matter, gentlemen, now comes before 
you. I may mention that in the sum of 
‘Pls. 4,000 there is an amount of Tis. 1,000 
which’ is to go towards defraying ’the 
exjenses of the Public Band, which has 

seen organised for Shanghai; the under- 
standing, of course, being that on any 
vceasion when the Volunteers appear in 
public, the services of the band will be at 
their disposal; on such oveasion, forinstance, 
as that of a march-out towards the Race- 
course or through the streets of the Settle- 
ment, or on any other oceasion when the 
‘Volunteers may require their services. A 
Public Band was wanted in Shanghai, and 
the Council did not think it was out of 
their province to defray a part of the 
necessary expenses. (Applause.) I have 
much pleasuse in proposing the resolution 
Thave already read to you. 














Mr. Mackenzie seconded. 

‘The Cuamaux—Has any gentleman 
amendinent to propose or question to 
in reference to the motion now before the 
meeting? 

‘Mr. F. B. Fonves said—Mr, Chairman, 
trith your permission, I beg, to proposo that 
tho sum of Tis, 250, which is put down in 
the Budget as a contribution to the Shang- 
hai Museum, may bo increased to Tls. 500, 
‘The Museum is now a valuable institution, 
growing in interest and importance, and 
the collection of specimens has become 60 
large that the-North-China Branch of the 
Royal Asiatic Society is about applying to 
HM. Government, I am given to under- 
stand, for more land in order to build an 
addition thereto. The specimens are now 
actually suffering by being overcrowded ; 
and I think under the circumstances tho 
community might contribute a little 
more liberally towards the support of 


+| this geowing and useful institution, I 


therefore propose as an amendment— 

‘That the contribution to the Shanghai 
‘Museum be increased from Tis, 250 to Tis. 500. 

Mr. R. W. Lrrriz said—I have much 
pleesure in seconding the amendment just 
j Proposed, There is no doubt that good 
work has been done with the small amount 
the Council has contributed towards the 
Museum, and if the amount is increased 
as Mr. Forbes proposes, the money will, 
Tam sure, be well laid out. 

The Cuamax then submitted Mr. 
Forbes's amendment to the vote, and it 
was unanimously carried. 

‘Dr. dastmesoy drew attention to tho in- 
eflicacy of the working of tho present 
Loek Hospital system in Shanghai, which 
evoked a long discussion as to whether 
the sum set: apart by tho Council for 
the maintenance thereof should be con~ 
tinued, culminating in an amendment, 
moved by Mr, Porpox and seconded by 
Mz. E. A. Revxowps, against its continu- 
auce as at present applied. 

Mr. Hanr supported tho action of tho 
Council, and Mr, Krxosamt that of the 
opponents. 

the amendment was lost by a unani- 
mous negative vote, and the proposition of 
the Council affirmed.

‘Mr. Kixosmm asked whether tho 
Council had any objection to state if there 
zero any probablty of farther measures 
bing taken with rgard to outing roads? 
‘The Seward road scheme seemed to have 
been discarded altogether in the presont 
Budget, ‘Two years ago it was proposed to 
make a road from Miller's Bungalow on 
the Soochow Creek to meet the Jessficld 
soad, which would have been a very agree- 
able drive. Complications arose whic! 
conld not at the time understand, but 
indications were given that the Council 
would ultimately get the matter carried 
through. He failed to find anything in the 
Budget referring to these proposed roads, 
but he thought the Chairman of the 
Council would have no objection to stato 
whether it was proposed to take any action 
witi regard to them. - c= 

Mr. Hunn replied that the question of 
outlying roads had received the closest 
attention of the Council during the past . 
year. They had done everthing in their . 

rer to carry out the roads mentioned 

y Mr. Kingsmill; but had been opposed 
20 strenuously by the Chinese authori- 
ies, and probably by the highest au- 
thority in the province, that it was utterly 
useless for the Council to think that 
anything could be done. The Consul- 
General, who is one of the best men in his 
position we ever had, has aided us 
greatly ; and Mr. Sewatd, when he was 
here, thought he had carried the scheme 
through, but it was thrown out by the 
native officials, and the Council. had been 
advised by the Consul that th better plan 
‘was to remain quiet for a month or two. 
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‘Mr. Kinesis, said one of the two roads 
was within Municipal limits, and that a 
voto of the Ratepayors, under tho Land 
Regulations, as to the necessity of the road 
being made, would overthrow any frivolous 
objection. cae 

. Hant.—Can you, Mr. Kingsmill, 
compel a Chinaman to sell his land? ‘That 
is the point on which we are met. If you 
know of any means to compel a Chinaman 
to soll his land, Tam sure the Council would 
only bo too glad to avail themselves of 
it. The question remains there, and you 
understand it as well as I do. 

‘The CHamaan then submitted the ori- 
ginal motion as proposed by Mr. Hart and 
seconded by Mr. Mackenzie, which was un- 
animously carried, subject to Mr. Forbes's 
amendment in reference to the Museum.

In proposing the motion, Mr. Hart went 
on to say that the retiring Council had 
thought proper to bring it forward, inas- 
auch as an opportunity sight be afforded 
during the year of buying land for widening 
the streets to the extent of Tis. 10,000, and, 
without it, thoy might probably not be able 
to meet the increased expenditure. At the 
present moment, however, there did not 
appear to be much chance of further op- 
portunities of widening the thoroughfares. 
‘Phe Foochow road’ improvement ws 
already provided for, and therefore the only 
amount required was Tis, 3,000 for the 
Hankow road. Tho resolution was looked 
upon as a formal one, and within his re- 
gollection it had been passed during the 
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last three years without any objection 
being raised to it. 

Mr. Forzes—Are we to understand that 
the sum of Tis. 3,000 is to be taken out of 
the debentures, or is the motion only to 
give the Council this in addition? 

Mr. Hart—It is only to give the Council 
a chance to raise money in the event of 
opportunities offering to buy land to widen 
the streets. 

Mr. E. G. Low seconded.

7,500 includes the residenc 
Inspectors of Roads and Nuisan 
allowance has previously been made to the 
Inspectors for rent ; but now the Council 
had deemed it’ advisable to build 
houses for them instead of continuing that 
allowance. In asking for the ‘Tis. 10,000, 
it was not to be concluded that the whole 
amount would be necessary—the Council 
may only issue debentures for Tis. 7,000 
perhaps, if they should find that that 
amount would be sufficient to carry the 
building through. 

Mr. . H. Lavers seconded, and the 
motion wai passed. 

Mr. Hanr said—The next resolution, 
gentlemen, is— 

Resolution XIJ.—That after the Slat day of

Sheds or Store Building or other material upon 
the forestiors of the Bund, and all unexpired 
permits shall then be withdrawn or cancelled, 
and all Shed~ aud Materials shall be removed 
from the said foreshore. 

In introducing this resolution, I would 
briefly romark that I think every Rate- 
payer present must agreo with me that 
the state of the foreshore of the Bund is 
perfectly scandalous. (Applause.) And 
in order to remedy this serious blot on the 
Settlement, the Council, after due consid- 
eration, have deemed it advisable to bring 
forward such a resolution as this. I may 
mention that it is not the intention of the 
Council to raise the question of the owner- 
ship of the foreshore ; the Council, in look- 
ing at the whole question, merely say the 
foreshore is « portion of the Settlement. 
It is not necessary for me to say, or for the 
Council to say, who that foresliore belongs 
to. To people who have been resident 
here a great many years, the question 
has been very often raised. One man 
says it is his, and another says it is his, 
and the bigger power behind says it is 
his. But apart from that the Council 
do not raise that point,—they say it isa 
portion of our Settlement, and that at the 
present time it is in a disgraceful state and 
must be cleansed. ‘There is no doubt that 
the Bund lot holders may say it belongs to 
them. I shall not say it does not. ‘The 
Couneil does not wish to say it does 
not. Tho only power they wish to ascer- 
tain, and it isa power which it may be 
said’ they already possess, being a body 



















































| having charge of the conservancy of the 


Settlement, they merely wish to point out 
that the foreshore, being part of the Settle- 
ment, must be kept clean. We have heard 
1 great deal of discussion from time to time 


about the opium hulks, and what an eyesore 
they were and are alongside the Bund, 
Looking at the opium hulks and looking 
at these sheds, how many complaints are 
made about them. Look at the sheds now ! 
You can hardly walk along the now, path- 
way of our Bund, The smells aro of the 
worst character. None of us are favour- 
able to the odours emitted from Chinese 
cookery, and, as one passes along, cooking 
is going on’ in each of these sheds for 
a number of men, and I think from 
150 to 350 men aro fed daily in them. 
You can understand the refuse that is 
thrown from theso places—you can under- 
stand the smells emitted. There is no 
power to keep tho sheds clean, We can- 
not do it, and if you go immediately be- 
hind, between the sheds and the river, 
you will find a series of latrines which aro 
perfectly filthy. What will be the con- 
dition of the Settlement as summer ap- 
proaches and during the hot season if these 
places are allowed to remain? ‘Tho stench 
will be intolerable, and the health of the 
Settlement will suffer considerably. (Ap- 
plause.) With regard to the convenience 
it is to the Bund lot-holders to erect sheds 
there, I think it is imaginary. more or less. 
A few days ago, I discussed the question 


;| with Mr. Groom, who, as you know, is an 


architect, and making alterations at present 
to some buildings of Messrs, Russell & Co. 
on the Bund; and he says it is not of 
tho smallest consequence the sheds being 
erected there. It is more a convenience 
to the contractors, who immediately settle 
a colony there, and the work done is 
not confined to that necessary for houses 
facing the Bund, but for buildings in other 
parts of the Settlement. So far as doors 
and windows are concerned, they might be 
made at Pootung, and the stones faced 
hundreds of miles away. Tho sight of the 
foreshore is a disgrace, that would not bo 
allowed to prevail in any other part of the 
Settlement, and why should we allow it 
here? You have entrusted a certain num- 
ber of mon as guardians to look after your 
interests and keep your Settlement clean. 
Why, then, should they not keep the fore- 
shore clean and so take care of the health 
of the Settlement? I have been in con- 
yersation with the Superintendent of 
Police, and in a report he has prepared 
on the subject, which I now Troll in 
my hand, he gives a very fair account 
of what takes place in these sheds daily. 
One portion of this report I will read. 
{The report described the latrines as being 
very offensive, and that the longer the 
sheds remained, the danger to health 
would become greater, for there were no 
means of cleansing the latrines. ]—When you 
take, gentlemen, these facts into considera- 
tion, you can fully understand what_a dis- 
graceful state these places are in. Beforo 
sitting down, I would again remind tho 
Ratepayers who may probably object to 
this measure, that it is only introduced by 
the Council as a means of preventing what 
would create iliness or sickness. ft is a 
proceeding on the part of the Council which 
has nothing to do with the right of owner- 
ship of the foreshore. The only thing is 
the Council recognise it as a portion of the 
Settlement. I might mention also that in 
1871, the Council passed a motion in re- 
ference to the foreshore; and in conclu- 
sion, I have only to add that if you do 
not keep the foreshore clean, the conse- 
quences will be terrific. (Loud applau: 
Mr. F. B. Fornes—It is very satis 
factory to hear from the gentleman who 
has just sat down that this resolution is 
not in any way to prejudice the rights that 
exist of Bund lot-holders ; but I may point 
out that the resolution as it stands, does, 
in an indirect way, open the whole question 
of ownership of the foreshore, Here, in 
this resolution is a direct instruction to the 
Council from the Ratepayers to move all 
sheds and material from that foreshore, by 
or on a certain date. This is not’ the 


























proper place to go into the legal aspects of 
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the question, and there are many important 
legal questions involved. I think there are 
Bund lot-holders who feel themselves in 
absolute right of ownership of their fore- 
shore, and who in defence of their own 
interests probably would resist the execu- 
tion of any such resolution as a trespass. 
I say, here is a direction to the Council to 
exercise a right of ownership over a pro- 
perty to which they, at the best, have a 
very doubtful claim. The question is, 
whether wo leave tho resolution in that 
shape? To do so would perhaps leave the 
Council in s very awkward position, and I 
think a very slight amendment ’to the 
resolution will suffice, and I shall propose 
‘it. It will be to add the words— 

Provided that ncthin, 
shall he construed to prej 
right of the Bund lot-holders. 
I think everybody will agroo with Mr. 
Hart that the present state of the Bund is 
not what it ought to be, that there is a 
great quantity of filth, nastiness, and 
obstruction under those sheds, which ought 
to be removed. But I think all that it 
is necessary for the Council to do is to 
regulate the foreshore. It is not necessary 
to say that everything should be cleared 
off it, because sheds might be erected there 
and things stored advantageously and with- 
out any danger to the health of the com- 
munity. It seems to me that these sheds 
are erected for the convenience of prepar- 
ing materials for new buildings on the 
Bund, from which the Ratepayers aro 

cing to derive a large amount of revenue. 

30 that we ought not to put unnecessary 
obstacles in the way of making these 
rable improvements. All that it is 
ry to do can be done by regulation ; 
and not by the sweeping measure that 
everything should be cleared off. A re- 
solution like this was passed before, and 
it was found inoperative. It was the one 
mentioned by Mr. Hart, and I am afraid 
this resolution would be again inopera- 
tive. I beg to move an amendinent, to add, 
after the last word, “foreshor in this 
resolution, ‘provided that nothing in this 
resolution shall be construed to prejudice 
the existing rights of the Bund lotholders.”” 

‘Mr. F. H. Bext, seconded the amend- 
mont. 

The Rev. Dr. Netson thought that tho 
dato for the removal of the sheds on tho 
foreshore, viz. the 31st of May, was too 
far ahead. It brought them into warm 
weather, and from the statements which 
had been made, it ought to be considered 
whether the condition of the foreshore was 
not such as might cause epidemic or fever 
during the ensuing summer. It appeared 
to him that the motion conferred no rights 
beyond what were perfectly understood. 
It asserted no new right, and took awa; 
no rights that had hitherto existed ; anc 
he hoped it would be passed without any 
trouble or opposition. The nuisance, if not 
abated, might generate fever, and he could 
hardly understand how the foreshore had 
been allowed to get into its present state. 
He had known it now for some 27 or 28 
years, and it had never before been it its 
present condition. 

The Cuarewan asked Dr. Nelson if it 
was his intention to move an amendment 
in reference to the date in the motion? 

Dr. Nexson said he would do so if it 
was necessary. 

‘Mr. Krsosau said within his own ex- 
erience of native contractors, material had 
een prepared in the sheds on the foreshore 

for buildings miles away ; and therefore in 
tho interests of the Bund lot holders the 
thing was considered nuisance, and theyt 
would agree with thea Ratepayers that i 
‘was improper that the work should be done 
there, 

Mr. E. G. Low said it seemed to him 
from the view he held about the rights of 
the Bund lot holders, that no resolution 
passed at the meeting could really affect their 
Fights in any way. There was no doubt the 
Bund lot holders conceived that they had

certain rights, and if they chose to assert 
them, the matter would come before some 
court of law, and be there decided. Al! 
the present resolution meant was a strong 
request to the community to enforce what 
seemed to be a necessary sanitary regula- 
tion. It could not interfere with the existing 
rights. It only instructed the Council to 
put an end to certain eye-sores and nuis- 
ances in the Settlement. 

‘The Cuamuan again enquired’ of Dr. 
Nelson whether he was going to propose 
an amendment? 

Dr. Netson said he now understood that 
contracta were in existence which would 
probably extend to the Slst of May, and 
therefore it was not his intention to propose 
an amendment. 

‘Mr. Hart—I may say that the amond- 
ment proposed by Mr. Forbes is accepted 
by the Council.” We have inserted the 
words ‘if any” after the words “ prejuslico 
to existing rights.’ 

‘Mr. Fornes approved of the insertion ef 
those words, ant 

‘The Cuarkqax then put the motion as 
amended, and it was carried unanimously. 

‘Mr, Fonses enquired if the Council did 
not think the breaking of granite chips, 
which was going on nearly all day on 
Bund, was not also a great nuisance? 

Mr. Hant—Yes ; that may be considered 
a nuisance also. 

‘Mr. Forves—I should say it was a great 
nuisance, and ought to be stopped. 

‘Mr. Hant—Thero now only remains one 
more motion for me to lay before you, and 
that is the election of four Trustees for the 
management of the General Hospital for 
the ensuing year. Only four names havo 
been laid before you, and therefore it is 
hardly necessary to take a vote. I beg to 
propose— 
olution XUI.—That Messrs, J. Bell- 
1, J. A. Hart, BE, H. Lavers, and W. 8. 
Wetmore, be chosen to serve on the Board of

ing year. 

Mr. Forses seconded, and the motion 
was carried unanimously.

We have had a very pleasant meeting, 
matters have been dealt with vory satis- 
factorily, and we have been ably assisted by 
our Chairman in carrying them through. 1 
think everyone will be pleased that the 
question of cleansing the foreshore has been 
so amically passed, and that it will be in 
the interest not only of the Ratepayers 
generally, but also of the Bund lot-holders.

‘The annual general meeting of Share- 
holders in the above Company was held 
Tuesday at the offices of Messrs. Jardine, 
Matheson and Go., Mr. F. B. Johnson, 
presided; and there were present :— 
Messrs. A. J. How, F. G. White, and J. 
Wilson, (Directors); H. J. Skeels, Tong 
Mow-chee, J. Harding, H. | Munster

senting over 3,500 shares. 

‘The meeting having been formally con- 
stituted, and the notice convening it read, 

‘The Cuareman rose and said—I have no 
doubt, gentlemen, you will allow. me to 
consider the report, which has been circu- 
ated, to be taken as read. In presenting 


it to the meeting, the Directors have the 
satisfaction to believe it is a fairly favourable 
one. in the early part of the year we had 
the misfortune to lose the steamer Haining, 
and it was unfortunate to the Company 
in two ways, inasmuch as it deprived us 
of the services of a boat when we had the 
prospect before us of an active season for 
freights ; and when a steamer is lost at the 
beginning of a season we have to pay her 
insurance up to the end of the year. 
However, the two new boats recently added 
to. the fleet arrived out in time to take 
part in the work before the season closed, 
and their earnings contributed to swell 
the Profit and Loss Account of the Com- 
pany. In regard to these two boats, 
LT may say, before proceeding further, that 
the Directors will be pleased to answer any 
questions in reference to them. The Shun 
Lee was, as you are aware, ordered bofore 
the last annual general meeting ; and she 
was ordered on two grounds. First, it 
was thonght advisable that we should 
lava a spare boat for the Company’s 
service; and, second, that we should 
have one as perfectly adapted as we could 
make her for the requirements of the 
Northern line, and I think the Shun Lee 








¢ jin that way has fulfilled the anticipations 


we held of her. ‘The only foult is that she 
is too high cost, but when we come to build. 
a steamer adapted for special purposes, we 
to a large extent, in the hands of the 
builder. We obtained plans and specifica- 
tious from three eminent ship builders, and 
we accepted, I believe, the lowest tender, 
considering’ the work which was to 
be performed. Since the vessel arrived 
here, sho has proved to be in every 
respect well fitted for the particular trade 
in which she is engaged, and I think it is 
beyond a doubt that she is the finest vessel 
on the line. Her passenger accommodation, 
both for foreigners and natives, is ox- 
cellent, and the arrangement of her internal- 
fittings do great credit to Captain Bolton 
who made the design: Her draught of 
water is not so small as we had hoped it 
would be, but it is sufficiently good. The 
| El Dorado was got by the Compuny for some 
of the reasons which induced us to con- 
struct the Shun Lee. After the loss of 
the Haining, we considered,” as I have 
just said, ‘that we ought to have a spare 
boat, and the El Dorado was offered to . 
us at a prico which was exceptionally 
favourable ; and if we had constructed her 
she could not have been built better adapted 
for the service. The only thing is she 
wants better native passenger accommuda- 
tion, which can be put into her ab any 
time ; but even without this she has proved 
herself a valuable addition to the Com- 
pany’s fleet. ‘The Directors have had the 
question of dividends under their careful 
consideration. We have considered the 
meagreness of the dividends the Share- 
holders received when the affairs of the 
Company were in a less prosperous con 
dition, and we thought the Shareholders 
ought now to have the advantages of. good 
‘ear’s workings, but at the same time we 
Iso felt that there is an imperative neces- 
sity to make provision for the future. In 
regard to the Profit and Loss Account, the 
Directors, within the last two years, have 
made an alteration in the mode of adjust- 
ing it in yearly periods. The steamers 
at the end of each season, as everybody 
knows, become liable to certain heavy 
repairs, and in December they come under 
this obligation, In the early period 
of the Company’s career, we used to make 
this obligation a charge upon the following 
year’s account and hence we commenced the 
new e2ason, on the 1st March, with a very 
heavy indebtedness, which used to take us 
frequently totheautumn to wipeoff. Thiswas 
not considered a satisfactory state of affairs, 
and at the last annual general meeting the 
Shareholders agreed with the Directors to 
set aside a portion of the earnings to meet 
these claims. This year we have recom- 
mended to the Shareholders to put the 
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matter entirely straight by making the cost 
of repairs incurred and contingent at the 
close of each year a first charge upon the net 
earningsof tliesteamersforthatyear. Infact, 
by the Deed of Settlement Ibelieve we are 
compelled to do so. In addition to the 
obligation for heavy repairs, the steamers 
became responsible for portage bills and 
insurance for two months while laid up, so 
actually on the Ist March we begin with 
an indebtedness of something close upon 
Tis. 50,000. I am sure- you will at once 
see that it is not prudent to allow so 
heavy a charge as that to be put on the 
earnings of the year, and even with such 
obligations before us, modified as they now 
are, we should not have felt justified in 
recommending the large dividend we do, 
unless the prospects of the freight season 
at the, epening had been fairly good. 
With these observations, gentlemen, I beg 
to move the formal resolution in reference 
to the accounts, viz, —

The Cuamyax—Ii the Shareholders 
have any questions to ask I shall be glad to 
answer them. 

‘Mr. Jaques—I wish to ask, in reference 
to the accounts, whether the estimated 
cost of repairs on the 31st December, 1878, 
of Tis. 24,587, is correct—or whether it is 
likely to be under or over that amount. I 
presume the amount is known by this time. 

‘The Cusmwax—I can tell you exactly. 
‘The cost of the repairs to the six steamers 
was ls. 23,203, but in addition to that 
there will be the sum the Company will 
have to pay for the stranding expenses of the 
Shun Lee, which will bring up the amount 
to rather over than under the Tis. 25,000. 

‘Mr. Jaques then inquired to what'pur- 
poses was the Reserve Fund to be ultim- 
ately applied ? 

The Cnarmax said he would answer 
that question by referring Mr. Jaques to 
the Deed of Settlement, from which he 
read a clanso stipulating that 2 Reserve 
Fund should be raised, and that it was to 
be devoted to meet the general liabilities 
of the Company. 

Mr. Jaques next asked whether it was 
customary in Companies of this kind that 
one year's earnings should bear the addi- 
tional cost of two steamers? 

‘The Cuarmtax—In what way would you 
propose to pay for thera? 

Mr. Jaqves—There must be other ways 
of doing it—raising additional capital by 
the issue of debentures, or spreading the 
payment over a number of years. 

‘he Catnatax—Do you think we could 
invest our money—the Reserve Fund—in 
a better way? 

Mr. Jaques—That is it, What is the 
Reserve Fund for? Has the money come 
out of it for the new steamers? 

‘The Cuanwia thonght a brief analysis 
of the accounts would show that the new 
steamer had been mainly built out of the 
Reserve Fund and the Insuranee Fund. 

‘Mr. Jaques wished to know the amount 
of the Reserve Fund. 

‘The Cuamstay said it was Ts. 70,000 and 
the Insurance Fund was Tis. 15,000 ; and 
the remaining cost of the steamer had been 
paid out of the cash assets of the Company. 

‘No further questions were asked, and the

‘Mr. Axpre—May I ask you how much 
you consider the unexpired risks on the 
Slat December, 1878, amount to? 

‘The Carmstax—No estimate has been 
made of that at present, but it shall be 
made out and sent to you. 

‘Mr, ANDRE—According ‘to my calcula 
tion it will be $50,000 or $60,000 and as 
the amount carried forward is $164,000, if 
you deduct from that the losses, $66,000, 
and thé dividend, $48,000, and also the 
twenty per cent. premium you have to give, 
you will have about $140,000 so that there 
Will remain $24,000. 

‘Tho Caras Yes, $24,000, which wo 
hope to be able to carry forward, when the 
account is closed, to the reserve fund.

‘Mr, Axpre—I would like to ask another 
question, Shortly after the severe calamity 
which fell on our Colony at Christmas, it 
was thought advisable by somo of ‘the 
Companies to draw up acirenlar declining 
to grant insurances on goods in Chinese 
built houses, ‘The Secretary of this Com- 
pany signed that circular, but about a 
week afterwards his signature was with- 
drawn by order of the Directors. I have 
no doubt the Seoretary in signing it thought 
it a very wise step, calewlated to protect 
life and property in this colony, and cer- 
tainly the document does not tend to throw 
the slightest blame on the respectable Chi- 
nese community—(Hear, hear.) Tt was 
only drawn up under the opinion that it is 
impossible for a European Company, man- 
aged by Europeans, to make such a close 
investigation as is’ necessary in case of 
calamity. I would be glad to know for 
what reasons you have withdrawn the 
signature of the Secretary. I cannot think 
he would sign such an important document 
without the sanction of the Directors. At 
the same timo I would be glad to know if 
this Company intends taking risks on mer- 
chandise and valuables in these houses. 

‘The Cuamsax—In reply to the question 
just put, I may say that a fow days before 
the circtlar was signed, the letter the gen- 
tleman refers to was placed before ‘the 
Board, when it received the consideration 
that of course it merited. Although ap- 
proving generally of it, there was one 
clause in particular—I really forget the 

+ exact tenour of it—which the Board con- 
sidered inadvisable, and on that account 
the Secretary was requested not to sign the 
circular, Ib appears that in a few days it 
came round in a different form, and the 
Secretary, thinking the Board would have 
signed tho circular had it come originally 
in the shape it then did, signed it without 
further reference. At the following meet- 
ing the Directors did not wish to join in 
the circular, although approving generally 
of the principle—this Company never hav- 
ing accepted any risks on Chinese property 
stored in Chinese-built houses—but al- 
though that was the cate; no such risks 
ever having been accepted, they did not 
think it desirable to bind themselves under 
no circumstances to take such risks. 





























Therefore, they requested their signature 
should be withdrawn, the document having 
been signed under a misapprehension by 
the Secretary.

‘Mr. Suarr—Mr, Chairman and gentle- 
men, before you separate, may I venture, 
with an apology for reiterating previously 
expressed opinions, to say a few words on 
the subject of fires. ‘There is so much 
ground, good ground, for congrati a 























in the position of this Company and 
the older Company, and the great 
ameliorations those ‘companies provide 
against the calamity of fire, not to 


refer to the zealous and _self-denying 
efforts of those who are employed in ox- 
tinguishing fires, there is altogether so 
much cause for congratulation surrounding 
us that I feel there is a danger of the 
calamity under which we are now suffer 
ing being lost sight of. ‘The position of 
the Company is good. ‘Tho owners of pro- 
perty aro happy, for, the Chinese having 
seen the red light (or sign of good luck) 
over the properties which have been con- 
sumed, they attach an enhanced value to 
them, ‘and in many cases the ground on 
which the houses stood is worth as 
much after the fire as it was before. 
All these things tend to diminish the afllic- 
tion from ithieh we are suffering, and gen- 
tlemen in this room, with the exception of 
a slight recession in’ the value of the stock, 
have suffered nothing from the fre. Some 
of us have been very large gainers by it. 
Some gentlemen are very busy in restoring 
roperties. Then, who are the sufferers 
think, Dir. Chairman and gentlemen, the 
suflerers are tho Chinese. I know of very 
many cases where I have found shops full 
of idle workmen. I havo said “ What is 
the matter; nothing doing?” The reply 
has been—“ No got shop sellum that thing; 
no man wanchee makee.” All these people, 
they have not gone away from their shops 
and settled in other shops in the immediate 
neighbourhood. Since the fire, shops 
standing vacant before are not filled. ‘The 
people have simply gone away. They have 
ne away to Macao, to Canton. The in- 
Austries, which were to a great degree the 
life of this Colony, are paralysed, ifnot des- 
troyed, and Iam sure any gentleman who 
takes the pains to analyse the. thing will 
agree with me. How then is this, to be 
prevented for the future? I think we 
must adopt other means, some more expen- 
sive means ; there must be money spent to 
render Hongkong more secure from fire. 
Were Ia larger shareholder in the Company 
Imight take a different view, but those 
who are least interested sometimes take 
the fairest views, and I think it would tend 
to an easy, facile, gathering ofa fund were 
there a duty imposed by the Government 
on fire insurance. ‘You are aware the duty 
at home is Is. 6d. per £100, something 
like 1} per mil upon the sum insured. 





























Taking the insurance in Hongkong—there 
are a great number of short policies, so 
that we may take the insurance rate at 
about 1} per cent. all round ; thus chargin; 

23 per cent. on the premia received wouli 

amount to a little less than 4 per mil upon 
the sum insured; less than half of the Eng- 
lish rate, and it would produce—taking the 
sum insured at $350,000 for the two local. 
offices, and adding perhaps half as much 
for the twenty-seven home companies— 
€13,000. Adding the $ per cent. for the 
rates levied with the police rates, which 
would produce another $8,000, this would 
give a total of $21,000, or say approximately 
altogether a fund available of $20,000 per 
annum for the support of the Fire Brigade 
and the Fire Master's salary, and all ex- 
penses connected with it. That would be 
found, I believe, sufficient. It will natur- 
ally be replied by the Companies, we are 
keeping up brigades and expensive engines. 
‘Then I would propose that these engines and 
private brigades be merged in the Govern- 
mental Brigade, that the engines be handed 
over, and the fire master appointed by the 
Government the whole control and 
direction of the matter. ‘This would dis- 
tribute the burden, It would not fall at 
all heavily. It would be a mere bagatelle. 
‘The 24 per cent. would be nothing coming 
out of the profits of the Company, and it 
wovld embrace all the business done by 
home or outside offices. The German 
offices are doing a large amount of business, 
and also the English offices. They would 
then all come in for their share in the cost 
of the extinetion of fires. I think any yen- 

tleinan who will say the extinetion of fires 

art of the duties of an insurance 

agency 18 not speaking correctly. I believe 

unless insurance companies made diligent 

efforts to extinguish fires no society could 


























survive. I know some have declared “ we

‘am aware of the necessity of some alteration 
and change being made in our fire brigade, 
but the matter is receiving, as you all 
know, the attention of the Legislature, and 
I may mention that the twvo local companies 
have arranged to get out another engirie of 
much greater power than any of the pre- 
sent engines, and to urge on the Home 
offices the desirability of their assisting in 
bearing the expenses of these engines. 
With refezence to the Government levying 
any tax on insurance, I don’t think that 
would be at all a desirable way of making 
any change that may be thought necessary, 
in fact, the Government is powerless to levy 
any tax. Tt has been tried in Canada, and 
the Government found they could not 
compel the ageney of the Queen Insurance 
Society #2 pay any tax, 24 per cent. on 
the premium taken at the ports where wo 
maintain steam fire engines would cost us 
less thou the sum we now pay.

‘Mr. Descos—Does the Government 
charge at home? 

‘The Cuamvas—I think that is a mis- 
take. 

‘Mr, Deacoy—There used io be a tax at 
one time, and it was cancelled by Parlia- 
ment. 

‘The Cuammay—With reference to in- 
surance companies at home feeling it no 
part of their duty to put out fires, that is 
Owing to the great change in the situation 
of the fire brigades. When I was a boy all 
companies had their own engines, but it 
was found that did not work properly ; 
they would only put out fires in which they 
were interested, and the Government found 
it necessary to take the thing in hand, and 
that is why the companies dou'b consider 
it their duty, because they pay the Govern- 
‘ment to do it, 

Hon. P, Ryar—Mr, Sharp's remarks 
did not touch the resulution at all. ‘The 
resolution, is simply to recommend the 
Government. to increase the means of ex- 
tinguishing fires.

‘The Cuarsax—The resolution has been

Hon, P. Ryrre—Until the fire master 
comes out and we know what his abilities 
are, I thivk it would be unwise to hand 
over our engines to the Government.

‘There is one matter which I almost 
omitted to mention, that is, that it will be 
desirablo to call an extraordinary meeting 
of the Company with the view to making 
some alterations in the Articles of Associa- 
tion, by which tho net profits of the Com- 
pany may bo somewhat differently divided 
to what they are at present. It is proposed 
that in order to meet such a contingency 
as that of the losses which were shown last 
year, and that tho contributors of business 
may’ still receive that return on thi 
contributions which they have beon in 
the habit of recoiving, to make some 
alterations, and with that view an ex- 
traordinary general meeting will be 
called shortly. In making provision for 
such allowances to contributors of busi- 
ness the interests of shareholders will of 
course be considered, In is a most import- 
ant matter that in any change which may 
be made that the great principle of main- 
taining our Reserve Fund should not be 
lost sight of. That Reserve Fund is our 
great strongth a strength of which this 

‘company ought to be proud, and any 
change made should not in any way inter- 
fere with the principles which the Articles 
of Association have hitherto enabled us to 
follow, and to create that which is our 
strength, It is important that contributors 
of business should receive thoir returns, 
while, at the same time, the interests of 
the shareholders will not be overlooked. 
‘The meeting will take place in a few weeks, 
and due notice of it will be sent round to 
the sharcholders. 

The proceedings then terminated.

me to offer you and the officers of the 
D.G. Lodge tho right hand of fellowship, 
and cordially welcome you amongst us. 
Knowing, as we all do, R.W. Sir, the great 
interest you take in all that tends to the 
benefit and advancement of freemasonry, 





wo cannot but feel highly gratified at your 
presence hero this evening, it being a further 
proof, if any were needed, of the great 
anxiety you feel for the welfare and pros- 
perity of the craft. On such an occasion 
as the present, that of the installation of our 
‘W.M., we feel especially pleased and grateful 
to you and for your kindness in consenting 
to perform the ceremony of installation ; 
and particularly would we thank you for 
the sympathy you have constantly and 
invariable shewn the Royal Sussex Lodge 
in its adversity as well as in its prosperity. 
R.W. Sir, in now surrendering into your 
hands this gavel, which has’ been the 
symbol of my authority for the past two 
years, I do so expressing a sincere wish 
and a fervent hope that in the futuro our 
Lodge may become more prosperous than 
it has been in the immediate past. 

The R.W.D.G.M., in replying, said— 
Worshipful Bro. Evans, although I never 
visit your Lodge without being received 
with every mark of fraternal regard, 
I was quite unprepared for the very 
fiattering reception which has been s0 
spontancously accorded tome by you and tho 
brethren assembled.

THE FAMINE IN THE NORTH. 
Ping-yang-tu, 14th Feb. 

My Dean Mn, Mummeav,—I arrived 
here on the 10th. 
Tho suffering is far less than last year. 
I did not sce any dead the whole’ way 
down, and it is said very few die of actual 
starvation. The price of grain (excepting 
wheat, which is high) is only double the 
usual ‘rate in average years, the price of 
silver one or two hundred cash per taol 
higher than this time last year, aud the 
general appearance of everything much 
improved; still the San Fu, who is in charze 
of the ‘prefecture during the Chifn’s ab- 
sence in Tai-yuen-fu, says that relief is 
given in each of the eleven districts (Chow- 
hiiens), and will be continued until the 
beginning of June, when the wheat and 





























opium crops will be ripe, for there 
is much and lying waste for want of 
means to sow it, and silver is about 400 
cash per tael below ordinary years’ average, 
perhays one of the best tests of the want of 
prosperity of a place. 

We, Messrs. Hill, Scott and myself, con- 
sulted with the officials about the places 
of distribution. ‘They mentioned 4 Cisow- 
hiens, Lin Fén, Fén-hsi, (last year one of 
the most distressed in’ Shansi), Ki-chow 
and Hiang-ning. Butas the Fa has not 
returned, they suggested beginning at Lin 
Fan, and this we agreed todo. Now, we 
are four foreigners here and we expect 
Messrs, Taner and Baller again shortly. 
Messrs. Scott and Capel hope to be able to 
remain here until the middle of April. 

Distribution this year is not so easy, 
requiring more discrimination than last 

, owing to less general suffering, And 
is makes Mr. Hill think that the Shas 
hai Committee had better be asked what is 
to be done with the balanee, if we cannot 
get through all by the beginning of June. 

When ‘the Chifu returns, we shall be 
able to write more definitely about all our

meagre acounnts of its progress which had 
from time to time reached us, but the in- 
surgents have not been overcome without 
some loss to the Imperial troops, a recent 
udvice stating that five hundred soldiers 
and several mandarius had been killed in 
battle, We have not since heard of any 
other encounter between the troops and 
the insurgents, but as the news received 
has been of the baklest description, it is 
quite possible that the Hakkas have suf- 
fered a series of considerable reverses, At 
all events, whether owing to actual defeat 
or the failure of supplies, it would appear 
that they are now almost at the mercy of 
the authorities, Whether the latter will 
deem a policy of extermination necessary, 
or whether it is simply the leaders whoin 
the mandarins desire to decapitate, does 
jot appear, but certain it is that the in 
dustrious Hakkas who have been driven into 
inourrection by want could be turned to 
a much better Use than to provide material 
for the executioner’s sword. China hus a 
large population, but it is ouly her nex 
board provinces’ that are really thickly 
peopled. Yunnan and other inland 
provinces there are vast stretches of waste 
lund, The Chinese Governmentisapaterual 
one, and it would therefore be quite within 
of s to transport these people to 
unoccupied districts where there would be 
room fur many yenrs to come for the in« 
evitable increase in their ‘numbers, In 
Formosa, also, there would be room for 
them. Not Tong ago the Government 
started a scheme of emigration to that 
island, which, however, 
have been attended with much succe 
aborigines are a constant source of trouble, 
and there appears to be great need for a 
settled working population to develop the 
resourees of the country. If the overflow 
of the Hakia population were taken there 
they would in all probability ere long 
crowd out the aborigines or reduce them 
to such a state of necessity that they would 
have to enter into the ordinary labour 
market to preserve their existence.

held, no protection whatever could be given 
to marital rights, What are the eireum- 
stances which lead to such a conclusion eau- 
not be laid down universally, though many 
of them, of a more obvious nature, and of 
moro froquent occurrence, are to be found ii 
the ancient books; at the sam 
impossible to indicate thom universally ; be- 
cause they may be infinitely diversiti

old. It isa fraud, a total lack of good faith, 
against the sanctity of that relationship of 
Which Chancellor Kent says ;—""The priutary 
nd most important of the domestic relations 
js that of husband and wife. [t has its 
foundation in nature, and is the only lawful 
relation by which Provideuce has permitted 
tthe coutinuance of the human race. "In every 
ago it has had a propitious influence on.the 
moral improvement and happiness of mankind, 
It ia one of the chief foundations of social 
order. We may justly plnce to the credit of the 
institution of marriage a great share of the 
bleasings which flow from refinement 
ners, the education of children, the 
justice, and the cultivation of tho liberal 






































































Upon this ennobling relationship the de- 
fendaut has committed the grossest of frauds. 
‘The case in 3rd Maule and Selwyn, cited by

such statute in operation here; an if there 
were, the attempt to show habitual drauken- 
ness of the plaintiff has been most futile. 
‘There has been no hurry allowed in this 

‘The defendant has had ample time to prepare 
his defenco and to marshal his witnesses. 
His failure to show habitual dranker 
ness of the plaintiff is complete. If he had 
shown this phase of drunkenness, it would 
had great weight in adjusting the costs, 
marriage contract being, by the accepted 
opinions of mankind, more sacred than all 
other contracts, Courts travel with every 
necessary caution before annalling, in any 
case, the bonds of matrimony. But whil 
this rule of caution is to be observed, it 
equally clear that for sufficient legal reasons 
the marital relations should be dissolved, 

In this ease there is both adultery and fraud 
—heinous offences fatal to the ‘pence and 
happiness of families—offences against law 
and morals, and to be reprobated in every 
walk of life i charges the de- 
fence shown is worse than flimsy. 

‘There will be entered, in favor of the plai 
tiff, a decree of divorce’ a vineulo matrimon 
with costs, as provided in such cases, and she 
willbe allowed s reasonable sum for Attorney's 
ees, 

Mr. Hexpenso®, on the subject of Counsel's 
fee, quoted the divorce case of Burr v. Burr, 
decided by Mr. G. Wiley Wells, in which 
there was an allowance of $100 for costs, and 
argued that he thought if the opportu 
was given him he could show that tho de 
fendaut was much better off than he had 
represented himself to be.
